Week ended June 30, 1907. Bills of health were granted to 4 
steamships, with an aggregate personnel of 684; of these, 3 vessels, 
230 crew and 19 steerage passengers, inspected. Manifests viseed for 
21,923 pieces of freight. 

The weekly report of the municipal health department shows that 
there were reported among natives 40 deaths from smallpox. 

Smallpox seems to be growing a little less prevalent among the 
foreign portion of the population, but continues among the Chinese. 

Foochow reports 1 case of smallpox. Smallpox is also reported in 
the native city of Tientsin.
